1 . CHIEF OF THE ARMY STAFF GENERAL T N RAINA TOLD

2. RAINA WAS QUESTIONED ON A NUMBER OF OTHER POINTS. 

HIS RESPONSES ON OTHER SIGNIFICANT TOPICS FOLLOW: 

A. ARMY ROLE: WE HARBOR NO TERRITORIAL DESIGNS 
NOR ANY HEGEMONISTIC AMBITIONS AND WE ARE DEEPLY 
ATTACHED TO THE IDEALS OE PEACE. ACCORDINGLY, THE 
ROLE OF THE ARMY IS TO DEFEND OUR NATIONAL TERRITORY 
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AGAINST EXTERNAL AGGRESSION AND TO BE PREPARED TO
